Chat 


My dear Flock: 


Marriage, regarded as_ the 
holiest of all contracts from the 
beginning of the human race, 
was elevated by Christ to the 
rank of Sacrament for all Chris- 
tians. Like all other Sacraments 
it was placed by Christ in the 
custody of His Church. Five of 
the seven Sacraments offer grace 
and help to the individual. Mat- 
rimony and Holy Orders are, in 
a special manner, social Sacra- 
ments, and impart grace and help 
for the benefit of many—the for- 
mer for all the members of the 
family, the latter for members 
of the Church. 

The Church is a sovereign so- 


j 


since marriage is a Sacrament 
for Catholics, the Church must 
enact laws relating to Matrimony 
as a Sacrament. Canon 1016 de- 
clares: 

“The marriage of baptized per- 
sons is fegulated not only by 
divine but also by Canonical law, 
the civil power remaining com- 
petent in regard to the civil ef- 
fects of marriage.” 

The State has authority over 
marriage as a civil contract, and 
may exact the observance of cer- 


laws determining the age, the 
health, etc., of the applicant. 
In a similar manner the Church 
has authority over marriage as 
a Sacrament. 

For a Catholic marriage is al- 
ways a Sacrament, while it is 
never a Sacrament when entered 
by two unbaptized persons. Be- 
cause it is a Sacrament for Cath- 
olics they must pronounce their 
vows before an official represent- 
ative of their Church, and in 
the presence of two witnesses. 
The official representative is the 
pastor of the bride, when both 
parties are Catholics, and the 
pastor of the Catholic, when one 
of the parties is a non-Catholic. 
No other priest may officiate at 
the marriage unless delegated by 


Since a Catholic cannot enter 
marriage without at the same 
time receiving a Sacrament, and

“But this 
word ‘come’ does not connote any 
idea of migration, expatriation, or 
those deportations by which Gov- 
ernments or the dire force of cir- 
cumstances, snatch populations 
from their lands and homes; it 
does not mean the forsaking of 
healthy traditions or venerable cus- 
tems, nor the permanent or at least 
protracted separation by force of 
married couples, fathers and sons, 
brothers, relatives and friends; nor

See every five years, is in force. 
According to this Indult when 
the head of the family, whether 
father or mother, works hard, 
the entire family is dispensed 
from abstinence from meat on 
all Wednesdays of Lent with the 
exception of Ash Wednesday and 
Holy Saturday up to the noon 
hour. This same dispensation 
holds good for the Wednesdays 
and Saturdays of all Ember 
Weeks outside Lent and all vigils 
with the exception of the vigil of 
Christmas. 


When the Church grants dis- 
pensations of this kind from her 
general law, she expects people 
to substitute other forms of pen- 
ance because the fast and ab- 
stinence of Lent are intended as 
works of penance. We have, for

In most dioceses the Indian and 
Negro collection will be taken on 
the first Sunday of Lent, Mar. 10. 


Thirteen new churches and ten 
new schools were built for Colored 
Catholics in the United States dur- 
ing 1945. Churches now number 
351 and schools 274, the reports 
states, with a total enrollment of 
— pupils, all of whom are Cath- 
olics.

A Los Angeles paper, date of 
February 17, 1946, reported that 
2,138 crimes of many kinds were 
committed in that city during the 
one week immediately preceding 
| February 17. This means that more 
than 300 crimes were committed 
each day, or about 12 every hour of 
the day and night. The Los An- 
geles paper notes: : 
“The figure, which showed an 

upswing in the number of slug- 
gings, attacks on women, assaults 
with deadly weapons and moral 
offenses, included a vast number 
of crimes of all types committed 
by under-age boys and girls. The 
total number of crimes represented 
a rise of 30 per cent in crimes of 
violence and of about 20 per cent 
in crimes perpetrated by juvenile 
hoodlums. The crimes included one 
murder, 148 holdups, 793 thefts 
and burglaries from homes and 
business establishments, 209 as- 
saults with deadly weapons or 
with fists, nine attacks on women 
and 19 attempted attacks, and 388 
stolen automobiles.”

men had spent seven bitter years in 
'prison from 1938 to 1945. They 
had learned communism in the early 
days, when its world-revolutionary 
aims were stated frankly and pur- 
sued directly. While they were ‘in 
prison, however, the communist line

1940 he has been close to commu- 
nist maneuvers in North China. 
Consequently he knows the later 
communist strategy and apparently 
carries enough weight to enforce 
his recommendations here at pres- 
ent. 


Some 200 Japanese communists, 
soon to return from the communist 
base in China, doubtless will sup- 
port the Nozaka policies, (It is in- 
teresting to note that 100 of them 
are now making a stop-over in 
Heijo, administrative center of 
Russian-occupied northern Korea.) 
Doubtless the internal differences 
with the communist ranks will be 
threshed out in the party congress 
in the near future, though no open 
split is likely. 

The Communist Party in Japan 
claims a membership of 5,000, as 
of January 31. On December 31, 
1945, they say, they had 2,000 mem- 
bers. They claim a paid circula- 
tion of 300,000 for the Red Flag, 


and hope to reach the 500,000 mark 
in April. 

The communists have more to 
say and are more active than any 
other party in Japan today. They 
receive space in the Japanese news- 
papers out of all proportion to their 
national following. 

This can probably be explained 
as follows: 1. The Communist 
Party is news because it is still 
something of a novelty as a legal- 
ized party; 2. It has a youthful, 
active, poems element not ap- 
parent in other parties; 3.

(on to tell what it was. “You ar- 
‘rived at Bologna where you had to 
change trains, at five o’clock in the 
‘morning.

‘take the night train for Foggia. 
|At five o’clock in the morning the 
churches were still closed so you 
decided to go to a hotel to rest for 
a few hours before celebrating 
Mass, but the bed was comfortable 
and you fell asleep that you did 
not wake up until between three 
and four o’clock in the afternoon.

the clouds of wear and anguish 
mantling his countenance, I wished 
that I had the skill of a playwright 
to depict the drama being enacted 
before me. Lifting his tear-dimmed 
eyes toward heaven, he cried out, in 
words I shall never forget, “O God! 
Let me begin ... again.” 


I led him to the confessional, to 
reconciliation with God, as _ the 
first step in the path to win back 
his self-respect and his lost man- 
hood. These were to be found in 
the merciful forgiveness of God. 


An Age-Old Cry 


As the young man unfolded his 
story to me, I wondered: Will 
youth ever learn from the experi- 
ence of the past? Or will it learn 
only by the painful process of 
burning its own fingers? I thought 
of that distant scene which occur- 
red at the very dawn of the race’s 
history. Adam sinning against God, 
and then feeling the pangs of fear. 
“I was afraid,” he cried out, “... 
and I hid myself.” How ancient 
and how modern is this reaction of 
the human soul to the conscious- 
ness of guilt. 


Young men and young women, 
if you have a virtuous character, 
hold fast to it. If you have lost it, 
win it back. It is the jewel that 
passeth all price, the pearl that is 
richer than all our tribe. For 
among all the dire consequences of 
wrongdoing, the worst on this 
earth is that an evil life is haunted 
by the ghost of a sleepless fear. 


Faith In God 


The second specific which reli- 
gion proposes for the conquest of 
fear is this: Have a deep and abid- 
ing faith in God. How paltry and 
inconsequential the things. that 
frighten us become, when once we 
realize that we are in the shadow 
of the everlasting arms capable of 
protecting us from every foe. “Why 
are ye fearful?” Christ asked of 
His Apostles when they feared the 
waves would overwhelm their bark. 
Then He pointed to the real cause 
of their fear, when He added: “O 
ye of little faith.” Fearing when 
I am with you! 

“God and one,” said _ Lincoln, 
“constitute a majority.” With God 
on our side, we have nothing to 
fear. St. Teresa was noted for her 
serenity. On her bookmark she had 
written these words, which reveal 
the secret of her unbroken calm: 


“Let naught disturb thee, 
Naught fright thee ever, 

All things are passing 
God changeth never. 

Patience e’er conquers; 
With God for thine own 

Thou nothing dost lack— 
He sufficeth alone!” 


Love For All 

The third specific which religion 
proposes is this: Have a constant 
love for all mankind. Carry about 
no grudges. Don’t strike back, The 
pus pockets of hatred are the fav- 
orite breeding ground of strife, ir- 
ritation and worry. 

“But, Father,” said a person to 
me some time ago, “there are some 
people who have wronged me and 
hurt me _ deeply. Resentment 
rankles in me still. I can’t forgive 
them, much less love them.” 


Two considerations are helpful 
here. First, the words of Christ: 
“Vengeance is mine. I will repay.” 
We need not usurp God’s preroga- 
tive of meting out punishment. 
Moreover, love here does not nec- 
essarily imply an emotional fond- 
ness, but the wish for their wel- 
fare and eternal salvation. !t is 
not possible to have an emotional 
enthusiasm for all types of people. 
But it is possible to desire the sal- 
vation of every one. It is possible 
to pray that God will help them, 
and if they are wrong, show them 
the error of their ways and lead 


them to the living of the good life. 


The second consideration is con- 
tained in the words of a man who 
once said to me: “Father, when I 
find myself hating a person who 
did me a grievous wrong, I get 
down on my knees and pray for 
him. It is the only way I can over- 
come the temptation to hate him. 
When I arise, I find a spirit of 
peace in my heart. And I find my- 
self reflecting: That man injured 
me! How foolish. Why, the only 
one who can injure me is myself. 
If I have sense enough to bear it 
patiently and not to strike back 
with hatred, I'll convert it into 
merit.” How true indeed. 


“Love Casteth 
EE a 


Love your friends and hate your 
enemies was the practice of the 
pagans as it is of unredeemed hu- 
man nature today. But Christ said: 
“Love your enemies, do good to 
them that hate you.” It is not easy. 
But it is the distinctive mark of a 
true Christian. It begets the rich- 
est premium in peace of mind and 
true happiness, both in time and 
in eternity. When Christ said, 
“Perfect love casteth out fear, for 
fear hath pain,” He epitomized for 
all mankind a volume of psycho- 
therapy which psychiatrists will be 
but unraveling for centuries to 
come, 


We do not seek to lift ourselves, 
however, merely by tugging at our 
boot straps. We do our best and 
then appeal to the unfailing assist- 
ance of Almighty God. St. Paul re- 
flects the secret of his amazing 
courage in confronting a _ hostile 
world and in reshaping its faith. 


“T can do all things,” he says, “in 
Him that strengtheneth me.” It is 
that Divine Being in Whom the) 
Apostle found strength Who speaks 
again to a world frightened and | 
disturbed, “Why are you fearful, | 
O ye of little faith?” 


We sum up our answer in this 
concluding sentence: In an upright 
life, an unfaltering faith and a love 
that embraces enemies, mankind 
has a divine prescription for the 
conquest of fear and the achieve- 
ment of that high courage of soul 
that looks out into the faces of men 
through eyes that are unafraid.

Since the Sacrament of Penance 
was instituted for the forgiveness 
of sins, it is necessary that we ac- 
cuse ourselves of some sins, great 
or small, before we can receive ab- 
solution. However, as it was said, 
one may ask absolution for any 
cin at all, regardless of its malice. 
Thus. some of the saints, realizing 
that the Sacrament conferred great 
eraces, made a practice of confes- 
sing daily—though very often they 
had to repeat matter for which 
they had previously received abso- 
lution. The Church assures us that 
this is useful, and that renewed 
absolutions diminish the temporal 
punishment still due those sins. 

Hence one would deprive oneself 
of many and rich graces and would 
all the sooner fall into mortal sin 
if one asked for absolution only 
after that tragedy had occurred. 


Divine Law requires that we be 
at peace with God when we re- 


a 


ceive Holy Communion. The same 
law requires that all mortal sins 
be submitted to the Power of the 
Keys through Confession. Hence, 
before we may receive, all our mor- 
tal sins must have been confessed 
and forgiven, which means that, 
after a good confession, one may 
continue to receive without con- 
fessing again, until one has fallen 
into mortal sin. In other words, 
‘it is not necessary to confess be- 
‘fore each reception of the Holy 
Eucharist, but only after we have 
committed a mortal sin. Venial 
sins may be forgiven by an Act of 
'Love, the pious use of a sacra- 
imental, the Misereatur of the 
‘Priest just before Communion, or 
even by the reception of the Euch- 
‘arist itself. 

Church Law binds us to confess 
our sins at least once a year. That 
‘is a minimum.

To Avert War Recalled By 
Former Japanese Ambassador 


Envoy, Who Remembers Pearl Harbor, 
Lauds Maryknoll’s Bishop Walsh In 
Interview With N.C.W.C. Reporter

Tokyo, Mar. 4—(NC Radio)—Efforts of several promi- 
nent American Catholics to avert war are recalled with warm 
admiration by the Japanese diplomat whose task it was to 
deliver his government’s final note to Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull in Washington on December 7, 1941—the day of the 


attack on Pearl Harbor. 


The diplomat is Admiral Kichi-> 


eahuro Nomura, last Japanese Am- 
hascador at Washington, who in- 
cists he did not know of his gov- 
ernment’s plans for the Pear] Har- 
bor attack and that his own efforts 
were bent consistently on keeping 
the peace. The Admiral granted 
this correspondent an exclusive in- 
terview in his shrub-encircled home 
in the Tokyo suburbs. 

Admiral Nomura told me that 
he admired particularly Bishop 
James Edward Walsh, M.M., Supe- 
rior General of Maryknoll, and the 
Father James Drought, M.M., for- 
mer Maryknoll Vicar General, who 
died in May 1943, “for their re- 
ligious spirit.” He expressed his 
grief over the death of Father 
Drought and his hope of renewing 
his acquaintance with Bishop 
Walsh, 

The Admiral emphasized that 
while Bishop Walsh did not go into 
political details with him, the Prel- 
ate, nevertheless, was a strong and 
encouraging influence throughout 
lengthy efforts to reconcile the 
United States and Japan toward 
maintenance of peace. 


The former Ambassador’s me- 
moirs just have been completed 
in Japanese, but have not yet been 
published. In his writings, he men- 
tions Bishop Walsh and Father 
Drought with profound respect. 


The Admiral recalled his arrival] 
in Washington on February 11, 
1941, and also that: “On Sunday, 
August 17, President Roosevelt, 
whom I had known since 1915, call- 
ed me. He had just returned from 
& meeting with Prime Minister 
Churchill. He warned me that if 
Japan attempted further aggres- 
sion, the United States would be 
compelled to take all necessary 
measures to defend her interests. 

“From that time,” the Admiral 
continued, “I was in constant anxi- 
ety lest Japan go further and war 
would break out. I kept warning 
my government .that if once war 
began between the two countries, 
it would last for years. The United 
States has great industrial and hu- 
man resources but Japan would be 
exhausted in a long war. Tokyo 


finally wired back ‘Your message 
aiready understood. You need not 
repeat it so often.’ ”

Admiral Nomura told me em-

<nowiedge of the Pearl Harbor 
attack when he was handling the 
negotiations between his govern- 


ment and Secretary of State Hull. 
Even up to the time that he hand- 
ed Secretary Hull the Japanese 
note breaking off negotiations, he 
declared, he had not heard of the 
attack. 

“IT was instructed to deliver the 
note,” he told this correspondent, 
“at 1 p. m. on December 7. I inade 
an appointment. with Secretary 
Hull for one o’clock and had my 
ear at the door, but some trans- 
lating and typing took longer than 
expected, the normal office staff 
being unavailable on Sundays. 

“We arrived at the State De- 
partment about 2 o’clock. Hull 
asked me why I was instructed to 
deliver the note at 1 o’clock and |] 
replied that I did not know. The 
note only meant that the negotia- 
tions had been discontinued. When 
I left the State Department, I stil] 
did not know about Pear! Harbor, 
though I did fear that Japan might 
move to seize oilfields, possibly in 
Sumatra. 

“When I returned to the Embas- 
sy, my staff told me of the news of 
the Pearl Harbor attack heard over 
the radio. My conscience is clear. 
I was not guilty of any duplicity. 
I wanted to keep the peace. The 
decision was made in Tokyo.”

Expressing thanks for the hospi- 
tality of the Polish center where he 
met workers who, although suffer- 
ing keenly and deeply themselves 
in the war, carried on and still do 
so in aid to their fellow-Poles, 
Cardinal Striteh said: “The work 
accomplished by War Relief Serv- 
ices — N.C.W.C., is providential 
work and Bishops and people of 
the United States are only too 
willing to do their share in order 
to help people who have endured 
so much with Christian fortitude.” 

Declaring that the suffering 
Poles are “always in our hearts 
and in our prayers,” Cardinal 
Stritch recounted the story about 
a group of Polish pilgrims who 
had been received in audience by 
Pope Pius IX and asked him for a 
relic to take home with them.
